Summary 


Cf the 15 articles in Kommunist, Ne 1 (denuery 1960), four examine some 
aspect of Vestern attitudes Toward the Soviet Usion. While each article is 
adiveased to a apecifie topic, prefateory paragraphs or internal comments in- 
dicate the eurrent ideological esatext in which the article ig to be viewed. 
These paragraphs and eementa ean be separated from the articles, leaving 
their substance virtually intact. The follewing analysis and excerpts will 
illustrate. ; 


Tne first article is en unsigned critique cf 4 collection of papers on 
US and Servlet eaenemic developsent submitted to o US Congressional Cowaittee 
jin Septesber-Qetober 1959. The folloyvins are excerpts fram the introductory 
passage. 


“Political scientists and economists of the US ere becoming 
ever Bore convinced that the Soviet Unien is an active claimant 
of first place in the world in the level of economic developzent 7

majority of the reports, attespte are made te evaluate the facts 

goberly, te look into the econamic life of the Seviet Union, and : 
‘6G Investigate the reasons for its rapid progress....° 


fhe rest of this iatreductery passage cites Instances where US econcalsts 
were "foreed to admit” certain superiorities in the Soviet system and certain 
oreviously underestiuated capabilities. These edaissions >» however, are said 
46 be aceospanied by “gross distortions” on the neture and functioning of the 
3oviet syste uni a “studicd” silenee on the defects and evils of capitaliat 
econemy. The rest of the article is deveted to s eritique of the alleged dis- 
$ortions and omiselons of the US econcatats. 


The second article kegins with a passage which is more chviously extraneous 
$0 the subject matters 


“Sisce R. &. Karvehehev's trip to the US, the worlé has been 
ewept by @ fresh breeze. A serious reappraisal of velues is going 
on in the Weat. The Soviet space rackets have diseredited the im- 
ferielist peliey of ‘from a posture of strength.' The Soviet plan 
for total sid universes dissraagent has inspired millions cf people. 
The end of tre teold wart ta avsited with ipgatience not only by the 
great massea of people but alen by many representatives of bourgeoia

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circles. Even the politicians who for years have been implacable 
opponents of any agreement with the Soviet Union are now forced 
to advocate a re-evaluation of old pesltions. It is quite obv- 
ious that life is powerfully impelling the capitalist world onto 
a new path in international relations. , 


"But ancther phenomenon may also be observed.... All the 
reactionary forces of the capitalist countries fear the prospect 
of a relaxation of international tension....” 


The article goee on to analyze alleged US-West German "military monopo- 
lies" and to draw ominous analogies with the pre-World War II military in- 
dustrial relationships between the two countries. The point to be observed 
here is that the introductory paragraphs of the article cast this develop- 
ment in terms of the East-West detente; everything that follows it, apparently, 
is to be viewed as part of the reaction to the “reappraisal of values going on 
in the West.” With appropriate changes in these introductory passages, this 
article could have been published, almost as it stands, as early as 1957, and 
no divergences from the then current “line” would have been evident. 


The third article is a reply to George Kennan's article in Foreign Affairs, 
Jamary 1960. The peculiar detachability of the introductory passage is not as 
evident as in the two articles above, but the message is the same: 


“fhe thesia that society's consciousness lags behind the life 
of seciety is well known, but it is proper to recall it in connec- 
tion with the problem of the peaceful coexistence of states with 
differing social systems. The principle of peaceful coexistence 
was put forward by ¥. I. Lenin during the first years of the exist~- 
ence of the Soviet state. Throughout its hietory, this principle 
has been the unshakable foundation of Soviet foreign policy. Only 
comparatively recently, however, hag it entered the international 
lexicon, and it became the subject of more or less serious discus- 
aion in the leading cireles of cepitalist countries only in the most 
recent past. 


“The essence of the problem is extremely simple: side by side 
on this one planet there exist two opposing societal systems. The 
relationships between them presuppose a choice between war or peace. 
There ia no third way. The principle of peaceful coexistence pro- 
vides the opportunity and the necessity of peaceful relationships 
among #11 states. 


"The leading circles of Western countries are coming to under- 
stand this more and more. From this yiewpoint, an article by George 
Kennan deserves attention.... We mst point out at once that the 
article repeatedly distorts the Soviet pozition on a number of in- 
ternational questions; it presents the ideological views of Communists 
in a distorted way, and it makes obeisance to some outmoded formula- 
tions of bourgeois propaganda. But if this were the only distinctive 
feature of Kennan's article, it would deserve no attention. It is 
interesting for a different reason: The article is informative with 


Pa doe 
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regard to the evolution which is taking place in the views of 
gone of the ideologues of the capitalist world on the problem 
of coexistence in the modern world...." 


The author then points out that one theme of Kennan's article deserves to be 
welcomed: Ideological incompatibility does not necessarily preclude peaceful 
coexistence. But Kennan, he says, misrepresents these ideological differences 
and proceetia to assume a certain dependent relationship between (a) improvement 
of relationships between states and (b) ideological problems. On these grounds, 
the author devotes the rest of his article to refuting Kennan’ 8 article. 


The last item to be considered here is a review of Herbert Marcuse's book 
Soviet Marxism: A Critical Analysis, published in 1958. The review contains 
passages, excerpted below, which illustrate the reviewer'’a awareness of a 
changed attitude among Western eritics of the Soviet systen. 


*.,.Mareuge's book is a typical example of modern anti-Marxist 
propaganda. In it he attempts to pervert Marxist-Leninist theory; 
he denies the socialist nature of the Soviet Union's soe1:l-economic 
syetem ami sets forth his views on the ethical principles of ‘Soviet 
Marxism. * 


"At present, bourgeois ‘erities' of Marxism are reorganizing. 
Marxism and socialigm can no longer be ‘sfilenced' or declared ta 
be utopian or illusory. The authority and influence of Marxist- 
Leninist ideas throughout the world are so great that it is dif- 
fieult to ecunt on undermining them through crude, hatchet- 
wielding apprormches.... 


“Mareuge ig not stupid enough to attempt simply to deny the 
achieveuwenta of the socialist system. He is forced to admit that 
Soviet society has attained euch economic successes that ‘there 
4s no longer a question of whether to develop heavy industry or 
the standard of living of the populace; both the one and the 
other can now grow. The “either-or” question is a feature of the 
Stalin era. How it has been answered on the basis of the successes 
of that CYAeoee! 


"On the other hamid, feigning objectivity, the author indulges 
in aome criticiam of capitalist phenomena. Marcuse, for example, 
writes that ‘Western civilization’ in its present industrial stage 
has ereated all the meterial and cultural resources needed to ef- 
fect freedom and equality for individuals and to develop their 
abilities, but the social system existing in the Western countries 
hinders the implemextation of these ideals, for it permits injustice, 
exploitation, and represgion.... 


"Thos Mareuge dees not attempt to depict the capitalist system 
2s a paradise or to gaint the Seviet system in black only. Bat he 
turns to a new tactic in denying the decisive superiority of the 
seeialist syaten over the capitalists everywhere he gearches out 
'ginilerities' between the one and the other....” 


se 
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fhe rest of the review consists of an attack on the book which ig couched in 
the customary terms. Aside from the reviewer's remarks on Marcuse's “forced 
admissions," "feigned objectivity,” “new tactics,” etc., the review itself 
follows the pattern of Soviet countereritiques which has been established for 
decades. For example, the reviewer tells his readers that Columbia University's 
Russien Institute, which published Marcuse‘s book, is “one of the basic centers 
of anti-Soviet propaganda in the U5” and leaves no doubt that he regards Marcuse's 
work as that of a hired bourgeois leckey, a work whose objectivity ia most bia- 
tantly spurious. 


The authors of the articles cited above merely refer to the changing attitudes 
toward the Soviet Union on the part of Western intellectuals; no effort is made 
to analyze this phenomenon as such or to exploit it further. The articles then- 
selves follow established stereotypes. Especially illustrative in this regard 
is the critique of Kennan's rere Affairs article. Western observers who have © 
read Kennan's article will nea y be eager to see the reply in Kommnist, 
expecting that the rebuttal to such a penetrating and logical statement of Western 
views would be as engrossing as the original. This is not the case. The re-  . 
sponse is less a rebuttal than a restatement of Soviet dogmas: the Soviet Union, 
the reply goes, has always worked toward peaceful coexistence; the Communist 
regimes in Eastern Europe are an expression of the will of the working people; 
the war in Korea was the result of South Korean aggression; ete. Thus, this 
article, like the others, is in a sense a routine exercise in high-level propa-~ 
‘ganda, and the repeated references to altered views among Western "ideologues" 
seem to be the result of an imposed task; as soon as it has been made clear to 
the reader that Western attitudes are undergoing a forced change, the authors 
shift to more familiar ground and write as their habits and training dictate.

“The Soviet Schoolteacher,” asserts that the schoolteacher and her school 
must be reformed™to prepare the young generation for building of new life," 
because “teaching hag becone divorced from everyday life.” 


The article pointes out that the duty of the Soviet school is to educate 
the wan of the Communist tomorrow, to give pupils meny-sided knowledge, to 
train them in the spirit of Communist ethics, aad te acclimatize them 
manual labor. 


The complicated reorganization, notes the article, based on an effort to 
increase actual schooling time, wae highlighted by "boarding schools,” estab- 
lished “by initiative of N. S. Khrushchev.” 


The chief nethodslogical reform, continues the article, is the ever- 
jmereasing concentration on practical production~Line work by pupils. According 
tO the article, moral etimeli and the emotional appeal of heroic labor exploits 
mast not be neglected. Detaila are given of specialized trades learned by pupils 
and of party aupport cf clove ties between school and factory. . 


Suggeations for further development given in the article include: clarity 
on goele, training of teachers in the spirit of “socialist internationalism 
and patriotism, indestructible friendship of peoples, and intolerance to sur- 
vivals of beurgeois nationalism and efforts to oppose falsely underatood local. 
intereats to ower-ali state, national ones. 


"“Yodey's World and Seience Fiction,” by ¥. Bmitrerskiy and E. Braniis, after 
distinguishing science fiction from science, examines "bourgeois" and *“socialist” 
acience fiction writers, coumenting on vorks of several individual authors of 
each group end explaining the mein difference between the two groupe. 


Anong “tourgeois”™ weitere; says the article, “cold war psychos is” baer dtiaas 
the future is bieak, there {a a morbid delight in horrors, and "what is most dis-. 
gusting -- the extrapolation into the ecance of colonial policy and zoological 
hatred of Commntemn.” Review are Jules Verne ("divorced from social transforma- 
tions”), Aldous Buxley ("malicicus lampeon on secialieam by frightened bourgeois 
individualist”), Asimov ("brilliant...but a depressing synthetic world"), Wandry 
‘“tnky, cruel, pessimistic, fatalistic allegory”), Allan Innes ("only virus-like 
metal-eatera*}. Exceptions are given ag Pau}. Anderson and Ray Bradbury, who the 
article ingists can write end analyze “soree of capitaliam,” but have oo faith 
im setence and progrege. 
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Soviet selence fiction, the authors think, links "dreams of the future... 
with mest profeund transformations of the whole. of sceial life, including 
human consciousness," and is full of faith in men's future. Reviewed at some 
length is Efremov's story of 2lst Century coamic Communism, The Andromeda 
Hebula, with quotations from en evaluation of it as “a classic” in French 
fribune de Nation. Briefly noted are the Pole Stanislas Lem, the Czech Yan 
Yeys, and the team cf Yu. and 8S. Safrenov. — Bee 


After reiteration of why Soviet science fiction excels “bourgeois,” the 
artiele concludes with: Why all this fascination vith the creations of man? 
Far more interesting than these weird machines is the one without whom they 
eould not even be, far more worthy of praise is the Creator -- Mant" 


“American Econenists on USSR-US Coupetition” review end evaluates “Comperi- 
gon of the United States and Soviet Kconomies: Papers Submitted by Panelists | 
Appearing Before the Subccmaittee on Economic Statistics, Joint Economie Con-~ 
mittee, 0S, Congress, Washington, 1959.9. - . 


The review first devotes a section to attacking and ottempting to refute 
these panelists whe try to confuse miters by stirring up a feeling that there 
are no objective indexes of the cougetition and se each country ean arbitrarily 
evaluate the results of the coupetition to its own taste. Haimann is reminded 
that ue economic system can be properly evaluated “statically*; Campbell is 
eecused of not having used all possible Ways to compare tvo eccnomies. 


4mether section of the review deals with alleged “falsifications of data 
on the relative speed of growth and on the levels of econemic development.” 
Here Hatter ia most criticized: he is accused of juggling figures uemercifully, 
arbitrarily reduetnag th: 1928-1955 percentage growth of the Soviet econany te a pcist 
where not even other bourgeois econenists agree with him, where even Allen 
Bulles was “forced to disavow the estimates of Hatter.” In this section, the 
review makes an insistent point of the steadinegs of Soviet economic growth 
and of the ecatinucas fluctuations in capitalist ccenomie growth. . 


fhe final section of the review etcacke the assertion of some panalists 
‘thet the “goal of Soviet cconemy is not « rise in the people's Living stanierd 
but an accumiation of industriel and military might,” “investment before con- 
saumption.* Figures on real wages end qualitative and quantitative growth of | 
supplies of econmumer fcod products are quoted. A few sharp remarks are made on 
the goal of capitaligt production: “Profits for...those whe control the means 
of production.” : , 


“yorks of Outstanding Vietnamese Revelutionary,” by V. Zelentsov, is a 
deseriptive commentary on works of Ho Chi Minh, a8 now available in pert (815 
gages) in Rugaian translation, published in 1959. 


Phis "entatemiing Vietnamese revelutionary...chosen honorary Chairman 
of the Vietnam Patrictie Front” was loud, fervent, persistent in his praise 


of Lenin, his deep convictions on how "experience of Great October Revolution 
Lit with brilliant light the yath ef revelution im Vietnam.” 
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He asserts that “revolutions in colonial and semicolonial lands are above 
all peasant revolution" and agrees with the Leninist thesis on the necessity 
of proletariat unity of action and shows how this was achieved in Vietzen. 


Commenting on war years, he “shows up the crafty policy of French and 
American imperialists” and sketches the "heroic struggle of the Vietnamese 
people ageinst the imperialist invaders." 


He comments at length on North Vietnsm agrarian reforus and general 
socialist transformations. 


Much attention is given to the struggle for unification of the country, and 
he is quoted as saying that "‘the demarcation line in no way signifies a political 
or territorial division cf our country'". It is apparently only "a temporary 
measure, essential to the armistice.” He condemns Ngo-Dinh and the revisionists. 


Much is said on party work, always hewing to the line of unadulterated 
Marxism-Leninism. 


"Military Moncpolies Against Disarmament," by A. Leonidov, is an effort 
to expose an alleged link-up of German ard American military monopolists to 
unleash World War III. 


"All reactionary forces of capitalist countries are afraid of any prospect 
of relaxation of international tension,” he says; but there are many factual 
indications pointing to the American-German link-up as the most dangerous of 
these forces. The bloc, he contimes, “set up three decades ago, has been 
reatored ani is functioning as though there had never been a World War IZ and 
contacts between war industry barona of the US and the Germen Federal Republic 
are growing ever closer." ; 


The first section examines the American scene and comments on the number of 
German specialists in leading rocket research positions and several other alleged 
suspicious symptoms. . 


The second section examines the German Federal Republic scene, with special 
attention to missile armament of the Bundeswehr; it is charged that the "West 
German navy is being built up not only according to NATO plans but with the help 
of American capital as well." 


The third section deale with atomic research, where the author "discovers" 
many "sinister forces” at vork, a linking of vast American and German monopolies 
"making capital by trading in death.” Almost every major American and most big 
German industrialistea are named, including Rockefeller, Acheson, and Adenauer 
among the politicians. 


"Don't Put Jbstacles in the Wav of Peareful Coexistence," by Yu. Zhilin, is 
a point-by-point criticism of the George Kennan article on peaceful coexistence 
in the January 1960 issue of Foreign Affairs. 
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Kennan is represented (and quoted} «s accusing “the men in Moscow’ of 
"siatorting the history of the Lenin and Stalin period.” But, says Zhilin, 
they Go not! The USSR hes always been in favor of peaceful coexistence; it 
was just that West did not always understand or made it difficult or impossible. 


Kennan is said to make a point cf Soviet efforts to export revolution, but 
this is aaia by the author to be quite false. “Every socialist state solves 
ite cw probleus. Katurally, in the solution of these problems they afford 
each other moral support and displey solidarity." 


Aecord’ ing to this article, Kennan charges that Soviet intentions in 
Sastern Burope are not pore nor reconcilable with peaceful coexistence. Sur- 
prisingly, here the article makes less effort to justify the Seviet position 
than to level identical cointercharges against the West, especially in the 
ease of Greece. 


Kennan claims that Soviet Marxists are not fair to capitalism, the article 
asserts, soys it hes not changed in the last 40 yeurs, and see nothing good 
in it. They are, they do not, they do, says Keonsn's article, adducing no nares, 
only generel observations, Zhi. lin charges. 


Kennan is said to make ehargesa of an anti-Amerfean campaign in the Soviet 
Union. Bat, says thia article, the USSR writes mich positive about American 
achieverents which heve to be “overteken” by the Soviet Union, and its negative 
examples are aaid to be almost all “taken from the American press itself and. 
the speeches of American public figures.” 


This article argues that the crueisl Kennan error is in requiring the USSR 
to meke ideological concessions as a sign of good faith; this, the article says, 
is neither poagible nor vecessary. 


ie "Stunned Ame: rien,” by V. Rodfienov, is a glowing tribute to the book 

Litsem k Léteu o Amerikoy (Pace to Face With America), written by group of © 
Soviet writers -- Journalists who accompanied Khrushehey to the US. The 
book represents the trip ac a "stunaing personal triumph for Khrushchev," 
Givee special attention to his meeting with dock workers, his disermament 
propesals, and his handling of the e allegedly rigged and loaded interview with 
Anerican lsbor leaders. 


“Approeehes to an Important Topic,” by M. Chernenko, is a general commentary 
on brochures and pamphlets on Brigades of Communist Labor. Eleven brochures end 
three pamphiets are mentioned, but only one -~- Scouts of the Future, by 
S. Gershberg -- is commented on at length. fhe article deals with general obser- 
vations on this whole genre, on brigades themselves, and on problems they pose 
to literature. 


On brigades, the article asserta that their characteristic traits are high 
produetivity, am emphasie cn creative nature of work, and collectivity not only ” 


at work but in sbi pheees of life (especially study) where “new interesting 
forma of collective study” may be observed. The article emphagizer Pactual 
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vebuttul provided by these brigades to the capitaliot charge that the 
eollee sive avelliowe the individual: it coments oa problems of "formalistie, 
comsermstive, inert approich*® by trade unions ana some directors ef factories 
vith waiich nome brigades neve to contend. 


Oa literature about them, the article , while sdnitting a hasty style of 
tany brochures, iusists that they play a "great positive role. - -propagandize 
new forms of creesive initiative’; it ealls for neve attention to examples 
of collective living, coradely help in extra-factery lifes ealls for more 
such wivid stories, eepecially by brigade meubers themselves; designates the 
entire prescat stute of such Literature "only & fivet approach”; and calls 
for gecd, vig, deep-probing bosks on this vital sun geet. 


“S8ilk Another “Demolisher' of Margiem," by E. Nedraninekeya, is an aeid 

review Of tie Herbert Marcuse Sook Soviet Herxigu. A Critical Analysis. tofu 
Marcuge is aceused of making an effort ta pxave departure of Soviet Marxian 

from the idtas of the fouwlere ef Mursiat theory by felaifying the theory of 

Marz, Engels, and Lenin. Specifically, thie artiele indignantly asserts that

Area Summary 


The comparative Communist developuent of China, Horth Vietnam, and 
Indonesia ia reflected in the theoretical journals of their respective 
communist parties. Hung-ch'i, along with the Jen-win Jih-pao, the newspaper 
organ of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of China stands at the 
apex of a highly specialized and still proliferating propagands apparatus, 
taking up in fine detail the problems of revolution and construction as they 
arise from day to day. Hoc Tap, or at least the December 1959 isaue, is per- 
forming the same task for North Vietnem, but at a lower level of complexity 
and subtlety. The current issue, for inatance, takes up only in very general 
terms the reform of the bourgeoisie and control of the army. As for Es 
Merah the Indonesian journal, according to the latest available issue, itisstily 
at tne stege of only stating general dogmas. The official designation of this 
periodical as a journal of doctrine ia as yet more a declaration of intent than 
a description of reality. 


Revertheless, there seem to be Horth Vietnamese and Indonesian Communist 
echos of the Chinese Comzunist preoccupation with the mass line and other 
theoretical probleas centering on it. 


In China at present, the theoretical importance of the mass line ia its 
tie-up with the queaticn of the pace of economic development, currently the 
great-leap forward. The party center is presenting as a basic Marxist- 
Leninist dogea that the masses constitute the sole ultimate source of strength 
and wisdom for any task and the decisive factor making up the productive forces. 
Revolution and economic development consists of the striking away of the chains 
which bind the masses end iiberating their pover and wisdom. Since 9 in tre 
last analyeis, only the masses themselves can carry cut the revolution and 
construction, there must be mass movements, especially if the highest rate of 
economic develogment allowed by chjective conditions is to be attained. The 
attitude toward mass movements has been declared to be the touchstone by which 
an individusl’s or ea class’ ‘revolutionary standing is to be judged. Oppositio 
to mass activities at present has been declared to be a reflection of world — 
viewpoints vith roots in the bourgeoisie. 


The Vietnasiese discussions of the mass line, compared to those of the 
Chinese, are perfunctory but are aleo applied to fundamental questions. The 
December issue of Hoc Xap, for example, postulates the mass vature of both 
the party and the army. The membere of the party and the army ere from the 
masses and work for the interests of the masses. 


The Indonesian Cosmuniats are employing the nase line in an attempt to 
establish rather than maintain contast with the rasses » but the content of 
the line does not differ from that of the Chinese and the Vietnamese. Official 
pleasure has been expressed that more than 50 percent of the party's mesbership 
wb & 
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is of peasant background. The party ia avowedly anti-~elitist and is seeking 
a large membership and a wide geographical distribution. Utarjo has said 
that "Strengthening the party means developing and solidifying the party's 
relations with the masses and perfecting and increasing the number of party 
liaison (transmission) bodies [front organizations] which can connect the 
party with even the most backward segments of the maszes and further improve 
the mass work of the party. In addition, it is very important to instill in 
the party the knowledge that the party's intereats and the people's interests 
are one and cannot be separated from each other.” The masa line is also ex- 
pected to protect the varty from the dangers of subjectiviam or viewpoints 
which might otherwise warp the party's recognition of objective reality. The 
report of the Central Committee to the Sixth National Congress of the party 
stated that "Only by linking collective leadership with criticism and self- 
criticiam and the mass line shall we get collective leadership that is critical, 
objective, and realistic, that ia, good, atrong, collective leadership that 
can inerease the ability and authority of the party." 


The Chinese and the Vietnamese are further employing the mass line as 4 
partial rationale for party control of the army. ‘The Chinese view is that 
the army is a tool of the proletariat and performs tasks serving the class 
interests. It must, therefore, never lose its connection with the masses, the 
most advanced component of which is represented by the Communist Party. The 
dual conclusion of this line of argment is that the army must be absolutely 
obedient to the party and that. it must participate in non-military revolutionary 
and construction events along with the rest of the masses. The Vietnamese are 
in effect accepting thia theory when the party orders the army to work in the 
Yields along with the masses during times of peace. 


"Hung-ch’4,” 1 and 16 January 1960 (China) _ 


Individual issues of -ch'i typically consist of almost equal portions 
of articles on basic political subjects, on industrial and agricultural policy, 
and on examples of progress and problems in various fields. There is only an 
occasional article on foreign affairs. ' 


The January 1960 iasues are faithful to this preseription. Of 14 articles, 
only one deals with foreign affairs, while three deal with basic political sub- 
jects (the 1960 leap forward, proletarian leaderahip over industry, and the 
study of Mao's ideclogy), three with agriculture and the commmnes, and seven with 
‘the progresa and problems of various fields (transport, street-resident work, 
the banishing of disease, cadre participation in paysical labor, the output of 
old furnaces, methods employed by sanll coking plants, and finance vork). 


The subjects within each of the four catagories change tn accordance with 
events, but there has been no significant change in the last half year either 
in the proportions between the catagories or in the specific topics taken up. 
In that period of time, the journal has been.concerned almost exclusively with 
domestic affairs. 
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Theoretical materials in Hung-ch'i in the last half year have revolved 
around the response of the party eenter to "rightist opportunist” (a designa- 
tion reserved for antirevolutionaries within the party) attacks upon its 
economie policies. The response has been both a counterattack and a justifi- 
eation of the policies, and in the last half year, have run the course from 
eonciliatery indirect admissions of deficiencies to claims that ail deficiencies 
have been corrected and that the opposition to the party center's economic end 
other policies is reactionary in nature. 


Li Fu-ch'un, the head of the State Planning Commission, sums up the 
party center's official estimate of the success of its own policies, in an 
article published in tke 1 January 1960 iesue, with the conclusion thet "After 
the continued leap forward of 1959, the high-speed development of the national . 
economy, which started in 1958, end a situation of leaps forvard accompanied by 
proportionment, have become completely matters of course." ‘fhe troublesome 
theoretical point reieed by the rightist opportuaists during the last 6 months 
on whether the productive forees were ripe for the adoption of some of the new 
productive relationships, i.e.; the changeover to the commnines, during the Leap 
forvard, still has not been gnavered in Hung-ch't exeept by statements 
of the very high vate of speed ox increase in the output of goods since the 
liberation. However, such statements sre not meaningful, in terms of theory, 
vatil. the high rate is attributed to advances by the productive forces, & step 
very sigaificently not yet taken, a feilure tartemount to an admission of the 
evogency of the rightist argument. 


A particularly intense pubject of controversy has been the employment of 
mass movements in econanie work. The rightists have singled this tocol out as 
one of the most abhorrent ond disruptive of ail the means employed to hastea 
the pace of develoyrent. The party eenter's defense has been the presentation 
of a theory on the relations between the objective and the subjective. Accord- 
ing to the theory attributed to Meo, man is the most importent of the productive 
forces. By stimileting his zeal or subjective motive power through political 
and ideclogical education, he is made to recognize the objective laws end at 
the same time given the desire to manimilete them for the social good. The 
rightists oppertunists are concesned only with these laws as immovable Limits 
set on men's activities, but the true revolutionary learns them to manipulate 
them. Mass movements are the embodiments of this type of zeal, and are in- 


dispensable if the limits set by the objective conditions are to be reached and. 


4¢ tae advance of the productive forces themselves are to be promoted by the 
reflection back cf this zeal, representing the superstructure, on the produc- 
tive forces, or the econasic base. 


by Chiang Wei-ch’ing, tiret seeretary of the Kiangsu Party Comsittee, presents 
this theory of the relation between the objective and the subjective as one 

of Kaco's unique contributions to the Chinese revolution. Fne euthor related 
this coutribution to Mao's status as & theoretieian of the socialist camp. 

"20 Teentang's scholarship in regard to the relations between the objective 
apé subjective constitutes an extremely important blossoming end creative 
éevelopzent oF the dieleetical and historical. usterielison of Merxist-Leninien." 
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Mac has been defended in recent months by the thesis thet no one is 
alweys completely right and that the continued summing up of experience is 
necessayxy for complete understanding of the objective laws. The thesis, hov- 
ever, is not a license for attacks on Mao. Chiang Wei-ch’ing, in the article 
mentioned above, states that "...we will always succeed if we follow Mao Tse- 
tung's ideology. If we deviate even the slightest from his ideology, we will 
certainly suffer checks and even loses in the work of a period.” (Ho 2, p 16) 


The one axticle on internationel affairs in the Jenuary issues of rae. 
ch'i is by Yu Chac-li, a regular contributor to the journal writing on foreign 
affairs. This article, in the 16 Jamary 1960 issue, summed up the Chinese. 
Comminist stand om the possibility of easing international tensions. The US 
is unequivocally declared to be purswing a two-faced policy of accelerating 
preparations for war while talking peace, and of having the destruction of the 
socialist camp as its scle objective. The only concession made to the softer 

Ruseian stand is the admission that "some members” of the US ruling clique have 
been forced by the growing might of the socialist camp to adopt peace tactics. 
Mao is given the credit as the first to have seen this trend (in his east wind 
prevail over the west wind thesis). What appears to be a blunt re dis 
directed at the Russians. "Russia is the main obstacle to the ambitions of 
the US. We need now to realize that the enemies of peace are still very active. 
We must expose their schemes and weaknesses, not fear them or beg them for 
peace." Ho 1 p. 39) 


"Hoc Tap,” December 1959 (North Vietnan 


The December 1959 issue of Hoe Tap, theoretical and politicel journal of 
the Vietnam Lao Dong Party, conta ive articles on contredictions between 
the proletariat and the bourgeoisie in North Vietnam and on methods of solving 
these contradictions. These articles were: "fhe Comercial Bourgeoisie in 
Hanoi," by Nguyen Tien Duc, a member of the Hanoi Administrative Comittee Z 
“fhe Dual Hature of the Bourgeoisie,” by Hguyen Xuan Truc, identified in May 
1958 as the director of the Haiphong Branch ‘fax Office; "The Solution of 
Contradictions Between the Working Class and the Bational Bourgeoisie,” by 
Nguyen Hol who is not identified; "Class Contradictions and the Ability to 
Solve Them" by Doen frong Truyen, identified in 1957 as deputy director of 
the Central Schoo] of Econanics and Finance; and "The Transformation of Con- 
tradictions," by Dao Pung, identified in November 1956 as deputy director of 
the Vietram Hews Agency.

This issue aleo carried three articles on the Vietnan People's Army, which 
were: “Fifteen Years of Struggle acd Development of the People's Army," by 
General Vo Eguyen Giap, Commander-in-Chief of the army and Minister of National 
Defense; "Several Experiences in Building the Army,” by Colonel Ceneral Song 
Hao, deputy director of the Political, Directorate of the Vietnam People's 
Army; enti "Songs Composed by Soldiers of the People's Arny," by Thanh Tinh, 
who vas not identified. 
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Other exticles ir. this issue include: "A Great Work. An Essay Written 
on the Occasicn of the First Printing of Marx‘s ‘Capital’ in Vietnazese,” by 
Tran Phuong, vho is possibly chief of the Rural Yorks Section of the Haiphong 
Municipal Lee Dong Party Committee; "The people of South Vietnem are Struggling 
Rezolutely te Resist the Plots and Terrorist Activities of the US -Diem Group," 
by Tran Yan Glau, who is unidentified; "The Great Progress of the Albanien 
People,” by Neuyen Quynh, identified in 1959 ae head of the Cadre Organization 
and Supervision Branch, Nghe An Branch of the Vietnam Hational Bank; and last, 
"Develop and Strengthen the Cadre Ranks,” oy Yu Duong, deputy chief of the 
Orgenization Department, Lao Dong Farty Central. Comittee. ; 


Tae theme of all five articles on contradictions between the proletariat 
and bourgeoisie and the methods of solution, is the same. Worded differentiy 
in scme cases, the mafn thene is that the proletarian dictatorship means the 
preceminance of the proletariat over the bourgesisie. Its aim ia to eliminate 
capitaliem and the bourgeoisie, and to transform the latter into workers. 
Peaceful and Gemocratic means will be used tc help members of the bourgeoisie, 
to show them the progressive way to rid theuselves of their exploiting charac- 
teristics, and to become good workers. Forcible measures will be used only if 
the bourgeoigie makes 11 necessary. 


Bguyen Tien Duc made the point that the bcurgeoisie in North Vietnam is 
week numerically, and its enterprises are medium and small. Its members are 
unuilling to study socialias and to engage in self-critician, but since the 
the masses are strong and the party's policy is correct, they heave no alter- 
native but to accept soclaliaa, te convert to joint state-private enterprises, 
and to brecme workers. They accept socialien because they cannet oppose it. 


Doan Trong Truyen, however, expressed the thought that this passive 
acceptance of secialien night not be enmigh. Fe gaid that Horth Vietnam could 
learn a valuable lesson fram China where, after the proletariat had apparently 
beer: successful ia completely referaing the bourgeoisie, indications of resis- 
tance to soelalizn were manifested in grumblings and complaints. ‘The author 
mainteined thet Horth Vietnaa bas atill not been successful in completely 
reforming the bourgeoisie. Therefore if its mezbers do not conform or make 
any attenot to resist democratic methods, the nroletariat mast then use force. 


In the three articles which deal with the army, the main stress is cn its 
mass onture and its development under the correct leadership of the yerty. All 
three authors make the point that a revolutionary army originates in and strug- 
giles for the people. in peace and in war, the army ami the people are never 
seperated, em. the soldier masses are the deciding factor in the success of 2 
revolutionary struggle. Thanh Tinh quoted Stalin as having said that: "To 
epesk of a revalutiounry aray fa to speck of the workers and peagants.” 


Generals Gisp and Song Hao stress the ides. that the success of the revyolu- 
tiow in Serth Vietusm ia the success of & anticnual desoeratic revolution led 
by the werking clagsa; it in also the success of MarxigueLeninie and of the 
vanguard party of the working class. According to the generale p beemase the 
revelation is developing stesdily inte secialisa, now party leadership of the 
army must be shresgihensd so that the army can defend socialist construction in 
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forth Yietuss, support the struggie for national reunifieation, and strengthen 
national defense. Party committees must give more personal attention to 
strengihening the army. Erroneous tendencies stcuning frea nopproletarian 
concepts mast be corcected through criticiem and self-eriticiam. Political 
training classes should instill in the men a good proletarian viewpoint; science 
end techniques must be improved but they must be closely related to ideology 
and polities in order to serve the class struggle. 


tm his article "A Great Work," Tran Phuong stated that the works of Marx 
are the theoretical foundation for the political party of the proleteriat. 
Most of the article is a summary end explanation of Marx's Capital. 


Ya Duong's article on strengthening the ranks of cadres also stressed the 
mass nature of the party and brought in the idea that the party should base 
its policy on a study of the sctial classes. "Marxiem-[eninim holds that 
society cemprises several classes and that the rights, requirements, psychology, 
and concepts of individuals vary according to the class to which they belong. 
‘This difference ia called the clags characteristic. Because of different class 
characteristics, persons of different classes have different views, attitudes, 
and solutions concerning political, economic, and cultural problems. Therefore, 
to avoid errors, it is essentiel that a Marxist-Leninist party base its policy 
on a study of social classes.... In building itself, our party which is a 
workers’ party must take care to strengthen the proletarian element in its renks, 
and met provide routine Merxist-Leninist education for ite cadres and members . 
Im view of the practical situation today, the party must pay enough attention 
te the soeial elags of cadres and mexbders in general. The reason is that few 
cadres come fron the workere and peasants. Therefore, if speeial attention is 
not paid to admitting distinguished vorkers and peasants into the perty ami to 
training them as cedres, it will be impossible to strengthen the proietarian 
element in the party and to enable the letter to represent adequately the opinion 
ani feelings of the broad #asses of workers and peasants, and to serve their 
interests successfully." 


Of the remaining tye articles in the Decexber issue of Hoe Zap, one is a 
bitter demmelation of the 05 -Biem group in Scuth Vietnam; other is 
a statistical account of the econcmie ani cultural progress meade by the Albanisn _ 
people since their liberation in i9hs. 

‘fe content of the Decewber issne of Hoc Tap is essentially the seme as 
that of the. previous month. Four articles in the Hovember issue dealt with 
the reform of the bourgeoisie and the movement towards joint stete-private 
enterprise, An article on the trenslation of Lenin's works into Vietnamese . 
eorrezponds closely to 2 similar one on Marx's "Capital" im the December issue. 
Another point of similarity is that the November issue carried three articles 
ageinst.imperialien and capitelian, iwo of which denounced the US -Diem elements 
iz South Vietuan. 
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However, the November issue differed from the December in that it 
contained six articles on egricultural cooperativization and improvement of 
the peasants' cultural level, whereas the December issue had no articles on 
these topics. ‘The December issue carried three articles on the army and the 
November issue had none. This was undoubtedly because the 15th anniversary of 
the Vietnam People's Army coecurred in December. 


Every month in 1959 except December, Hoc Tap printed an article translated 
from ea foreign language. In November there were two such articles: one from the 
Russien, dealing with what it called the US desire for war, the USSR desire for 
peace, and the great progress made by the socialist bloc under the leadership 
of the USSR; and the other a declaration made by representative of the Algerian, 
Tunisian, and Moroccan Communist parties pledging their cooperation with all 
Communist and workers' parties. 


During December, the content, of Hoe Tap differed greatly from that of 
Bhan Dan, the official newspaper of o Dong Party, mainly because the 
paper daring this period gave extensive coverage to various aspects of the 
fortheoming 30th anniversary of the party (6 January), and to accounts of the 
Bleventh Session of the Mational Agesembly which was held from 16 to 31 December. 


foe only point of comparison between the magazine and the newspaper this 
month was the anti U3 -Diew article in Hoe Tep. Its theme was repeated in 
Bhan Dan ubich every day carried at lenst one article, and sametimes two or 
three, condeming US interference in South Vietnom, and Diem's brutality tovard 
former resistance fighters in South Vietnan. 


"Bintang Merah,” July/August 1959 (Indonesia) 


Bintang Merah calls itself & "magazine of the theory and policies of 
Marxian nigm” end is isaved monthly under the direction of an editorial 
councii. The councii is composeti of Ejoto, second deputy chairaan of the 
Central Committee and long considered its leading theoretician; Sudisman, a 
meaber of the Politbure; Peria Pardede, chairnen of the central control ccemis- 
gion; and B. 0. Hutapea vho holds no official position in the upper ranks of the: 
party hierarchy but who sinee Joining the staf? of Bin Merah in Septeszber 
1959 has written two articles of a rather'high theoreticel caliber if judged by 
Tadonesian standards. Bintang Merak is one of seven periodicals published by 
the central organizetAon of the PT (Indonesian Commnist Party). In addition 
there is a dally perty newspaper, Herfian Rekjat (Por the official party des- 
eripiicn of the contents of most of these pubitentions as released in Harien 
Rakjat ia June 1999, see Swmary No 2270}. Considering the crowded fteld of 
party periodical literature, it is not surprising that some of the party's other 
organs on occasion impinge on Bintang Merah's areca of responsibility and ales 
dzal with Marxist Leriniet theory and polfeies. Rowever, the very facet that the 
party iteelLf ‘identifies Bintang Yersh ts ita theoretic2:l journal in a sense 
pats a: official see). of approval on the views expressed therein. 
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fhe latest issue of Bintang Merah available is that of July/August 1959, 
Fol X¥. It contained five articles, some poetry, and a list of newly published 
books. Of the articles, the first was entitled "The PEI's Struggle for Full 
Hational Independence, Democracy, and Peace," and was written by Bjoto for pub- 
lication in Pravda. It cestribed the vreparatione being made by the PKI for the 
party's Sixth Betional Congress to be held in early September 1959 and surveyed 
the materials to be presented to the congress for approval. ‘he second article, 
"Return to the 1945 Constitution for Changes in Policy and Life,” was the politi- 
eal report of the PKI politbure to the Highth Plenary Session of the Central 
Committee which met in Djakerta early in August 1959. his report, written by 
D. BH. Aidit, chairman of the Central. Comittee, discussed the current domestic 
end intervnational situation and the positions taken by the party in regard to 
importent issues. This was followed by the resolution passed by the Eight Plenary 
Session of the Central Ccamittee concerning this political report which simply 
reiterated and approved the major points made by the report. "Strengthen Ideclogy 
end Make Unity Complete in Order to Meke the Sixth National Congress of the PKI 
@ Success," was written by S. Utarjo, secretary of the Greater Djakarta Committee 
end a member of the central committee. Among other thinge, this article stressed 
the importance of studying the materials prepared for the party's Sixth Rational 
Congress ami of training in Marxisu~Leninies in geaerel for the development of 
ideological scundness and unity within the party. In so doing, it discussed the 
most important weaknesses displayed by cadres in their study, comprehension, and 
practiesl application of FKarxicum-Leniniem. The final item consisted of the text 
of the statesent issued by Aidit on 17 August, Indonesia's Indepemienee Day. In 
4%, AIGIt licted the factors which combined to wake national unity stronger this 
year than ever before and the conditions needed for carrying the struggle even 
further forvard. The poetry, vritien by F. L. Risakotta, a prominent Comamnist 
writer, and entitled "Reliead of the Indonesian People” was eddressed to Bung 
Karno [President Sukarno]. It alse celebrated the revolution and listed the 
eontinuing Gesaires and idenis of the reeple. 


iwo Tactics Pureued Toward Strategic Goal 


Fhese articles cisnlay a besic similarity in that, with the exception of 
Uterje's article, they survey the doiestic and international seene generally 
and present the party line acrogs the beard rether than analyzing one or two 
iasues in depth. Because there articles range over such a wide field, a detailed 
exemination of the positions deseribed discloses a very definite pettern in the 
PRI's approach to every major deuestie iseue of the day. It soon becomes apparent 
that the character of every policy yarasued by the party in response to a specific 
situation is determined either by the perty's commi.trent to a national united 
fvont from above tactic or by its intention to develop the PAI as a mass party. 
The party itself sees these as its tvo basic and inseparable tasks, for it views 
thea as the means by vhich it will inerease its eapabilities for changing the 
balenee of power in Indonesia and for thus making possible the establishment of 
the people's democracy waich 1s its immediate aim. 


Although the PEI does not Aiceuss this question of a people's democracy very ~ 


often, exparently preferring to leave its intentions in this regard as vague as 
possible, the party progren is quite epseific on the subject. Consequently, Njoto, 
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in summerizing the program for his Soviet audience is else specifies "It 
te stated explicitly that it is only a people's denocracy which accords 
with the character of the Indonesian Revolution. ‘The goverment of a 
people's dexocracy will be a goverment which is entirely new 1f compared 
with all governments witich have gore before. It will be @ governzent 
which bases itself on she masses. It will be «a goverment whose goal is 
full national indepenmience. It will be a goverment of a national united 
front whieh is formed on the basis of an alliance of vorkers and peasants 
under the leadership of the working elass.'” Hjoto then goes on to dis- 
cuss the portion of the program dealing with the way to achieve a people's 
demoeracy. He notes that it is possible to do this in @ peaceful or 
patliauentary way, "but this is not a necessity.” The basic problem, as 
noted above, is to change the balance of power in Indonesia anti this can 
best be cone through uniting the workers, the peasants, the petty bour-. 
geoisie, and the national bourgeoisie in a national united front based on 
the alliance between the workers and peasants and under the leadership 
of the working elass. 


This dual. party line of « national united front and a mass party was 
officially laid down at the Fifth Mational Congress of the PEY in 195) al- 
though it had greduelly been put inte effect even earlier as D. K. Aidit, 
with wien 1% is closely associated, rose to a position of ever increasing 
power in the party. Eneulng events have only strengthened. the ‘conviction 
eof Aidit and his supporters that this is the correct line for the FRI to 
follow, ani the recent sixth congress did little nore than reassert the 
PEI‘s intention to pursue <his line despite any chenges in the donestic 
situation. 


Br Theoretically Unsophisticated ig 


It should be noted at this point that althcugh Bjoto in his ertiele 
quotes the draft of the revised PRI program to the effeet thet "the PET bases 
ite policy on a Marxist omalysis of the concrete situation and the balance of 
power,” it often seene as though the FXI's approach to the formulation of te 
party policy is almost totally pragaatic. Similarly, only very oceasionally an 
2s there any attespt te diseuss the party line on theoretical grounds in the 
party journsls. This ia probably due im large part to the low level of educa- 
tion among party members and their conzequent inability toe abscrb the finer 
points of Marnist philesoghy. Moreover, the leck of ideologies! sephisticats 
apparent even exoug the party elite causes a shortage of personnel capable of 
producing truly theoretical material. Thus, a journal svch as Bint Merah 
relies considerably on speeches or offieial reports for its contents taxteat 
of serving 22 an outlet for articles ef a speeifically theoretical nature. 
fhe party itself has recently been paying considerable ettention to this 
weekness as witness Aidit's speech ou the 39th enniversary of the party 
{Summary Ho 2280] vhiech was the major item in the preceding issue of Bintang 
Keren, Yel S¥, June 1959. 
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This concern is also reflected in the report made by Tico Tek Pjun to the 
recent conference of Marx Lenin Institutes in Bacharest as ecamarized in the 
World Marzist Review, Vol 3, Bo 1, Jamery 1960. These leadere recognize that 
by Falling to root policy firmly in Marxien Leninism, the line is inevitably 
exposed to undue influence by bourgeois ideology. Another iastante of the 
perty's concern with the problem of Marxist orthodoxy is to be found in the 
pessing and rather extrancous reference to the dangers of subjectivism made in 
Utarjo's article in the issue of Bintang Merah wader review. It can also be 
inferred from the failure of any of the material in this issue to repeat the 
ence extrexely popular line that the Indonesian road to socialianm must be 
determined above all by Indonesian conditions. 


However, in spite of thece signs thet the party wants to base itcelf on 
firmer and more orthodox ideological foundations, the particular issue of 
BL Merah under consideration contimes to use a descriptive rather than 
ax ae ieal technique in its discussion of the party line. For example, the 
party's continued pursuit of a national. united front policy and its determine- 
tion to further develop the perty are simply steted as the basic facts of party 
life. Ho attempt is mede either to place these policies within a larger Merxist- 
Leninist framework or to suggest that similar policies might ever have been 
yarsued by any other Cosmumist party. Thia lack of theoretical. sophistication 
is particularly noticeable in an article such as that written for thie issue by 
Utarjo whieh actually deals with ideology. At one point, he states that one of 
the party's two urgent tacks is "to reinforee the national united front based on 
em alliance of workers and peasants and led by the working class," but he leaves 
At at that without eny further explanation or justification. He devotes attention 
to the question of "developing the party's relations with the masses,” to adapting 
the organization to recent developments in the situation, to democratic cen- 
tralian, to combining collective leadership with individual xesponsibility, to 
the masa line, ani so forth. In each instance, however, Utarje tells the reader 
what tke provles is to the extent thet he defines the terminology used, and sug- 
geats how to desl with 1% by listing practical techniques which might be used, 
but tee question why these are now appropriate principles ani policies for the 
PET is never actually raised. 


Party dustifies Policies on Practical Growsds 


thie tendcney to treat party policy lergely es an article of feith is alse 
carried over into the material dealing with the current domestic and inter- 
nationsl situation. In the political report to the Bighth Plezary Session of the 
Central Comittee, Aldit fofers thnt there has been sore opposition to his pol- 
ieles within the party pertieularly sinee the feiiure of the united front policy 
to achieve FET representation in the cabiaet forned after tha return to the 1945 
Constitution. Be eountere this opposition by stating that the Commniets should 
work for the implementation of the csbinet's pregran even thenigea they may be dis- 
satisfied with the cabinet's compositien beeanse the pragrum is realistic and 
beneficial to the people. Be says, moreaver, that the gotong-rojeng (escoperation) 
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ceobinet which is the party's goal would bave the seme program. Aidit then goes 
ox to perint cut that only a gotong-rojong cabinet will actually be able to solve 
Indonesia's problems and that the Communists should continue to work for its 
realization, These paseages in the report are an excellent exemple of Aidit's 
reluctarse to discuss perty tactics in theoretical terms. His epponents are 
eotunlly challenging the validity of the whole united front line, but he refuses 
to accept the challenge on ideological grounds even though the practical argu- 
ments avudleble te him for defending hiz position may on oaeasion be extremely 
weak. his approach of course has the decided advantage of keeping the party 
line flexible. If the party‘’s position is never clearly defined in theoretical 
terms, it is that much easier to switeh the line when the need arises and if the 
line bas always been justified on practices] grounds, a telling practical argument 
for ehange will be all thet is aceded. 


Ag @eseribed in Ejotc's article, the party's analysis of the present balance 
eof forees im Indexesia is that the forees of the reactionaries have creatiy 
éselined and sluultencously the pregressive forces have become itucreasingly large 
vbile the middie forces hnve remeined basically constant. Thus, the middle-of- 
the-read nationelists are the Eey to the situation and it is they whom the Com- 
mauniste are trying to dasainate through the medium of a national united front. 
fhe political report states that "as the dezceretice forees prow, the ceutrists 
of the niddle-of-the-yoalers will he drawn into supporting a gotong-rojong 
esbinet.” Hovever, In a precediug paregraph, the report ettecks the leaders of 
these middie~-of-the-roeders as covarde because, elthough they 444 not openly on- 
pose tke foruntion of a gotong-rojong eabinet, they “tried to scare others inte 
believing that if the Coummists are in the cabinet, Indonesia wmld be plunged 
inte eatastrophe as @ result of attack from the UE." Aidit then gees on to ask 
’"Whet can be dullt up ia Indonesia with perseas like this who are efraid of 
imperialias?” However, the evidence contained in thiz issve of Bintang Nermh is 
tos slight to warrant the comelusion thet the party's attitude towards “the 
leaders of the middle of the road forees has changed aufficientiy to cause a 
shift in the sarty line from a united front fram shove to @ united front below. 
Indeed, the only conelusion which cen be drava from an exasinetion of these arti- 
eles is that the party 42 stall committed to a national united front ?rom above 
and to the develepeent of « mags party and that if a change is made in these two 
basic tasks, it will be a eintum of theoretical discussion. 


Yass Media Used ac Primary Cheanei for Party Line Tranmittal 


The lise transmitted by Bintang Merah is ecaseniially the same as that 
trancaltted through the party's mese media. Indeed, of the five ertieles con- 
tained in che issus of Bint Merah under consideration, three had previously 
appeared in Herien 1Gate e politienl report of the politoure te the Eighth 
Plewary Session of the Central Ceamitter was published in Herien Rekjat on 7 
awi 8 August 1959. The session's resolution on this report wes in the 10 August 
1959 iegue. Im eddition, Aidit's 17 August statement came ont in the 16 August 
1559 desue of Harian Rakiat. Moreover, ali these sotariels appecred in the Review 
of Indonesia, Vol UT, HS Sand Yo 10, Per September and Octeker 1959. The resolu- 

ion wks alsa published in Suara ibuketa, the organ of the Greatar Djiekarta con- 
mittee, on 1 Septexber 1950, Vol Li, BO L7. Asa soted at the beginning of this 
ssudy, Bioco's avtiele wes written for publieation im Pravda and wes probebly not 
praviously published elsewhere im the party press. The article by Utarjo seems 
to have been written solely for publication in Bintang Mereh. 
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fs Tan be seen fram the above, we ere royablished, severai months 
later ucterial thet had siready been ybliehed In Racian Rekjat. {For « dis- 
cussion of the effect which the time lag in isvuing Sinteng Merah bas on its 
vole as the party's chief? theoretical organ, sez Suxeary Ho C812.) However, 
the intreasing linitetions placed on Harien Rakiat Sy military censorship may 
force the party to return to using Bintang Merah as its primary ebannel Yor 
theoreticai materisi. For example, the Marxisa Leninigm colmm vhich formerly 
appeered in Berien Rebjet end which was used among other things as the medium 
for transeitting the Indenceian adaptation of Mac's contradietions thesis has 
not been published since the first goverment ben oa political reporting in 
June 1959. Yonetheless, Binteng Merah will have to be made sonevhat nore cur. 
vent if it is really to provide Tnéontsien Commmists with theoretical guidance.

4a this issue of the East German journal. The “ever sharpening" ideological 
struggle was noted in articles on education and religion in SzechosLlovakia and 
Rungary, both of which reprinted Soviet articles on these subjects, and 1% was 
implicit iu the Czechoslovak treatmeat of the irench sociologist R. Aron, im 
the Polish treatment of the Polish philosopher L. Kclakewski, and in Best Ger- 
mas attacks om West Germany. Dowestic problems featured vere agriculture and 
eaduestion in Czechoslovakia; the development of socialist awavernces Ja Rast 
Germany; housing aud attitudes tovard the intelligentsia in Huagary; and eco- 
gomie aed agricultural aenagement in Poland.

Tae article pregents an example of how the Soviet collective warm handled the 
problen of iucreasing aniaal productica. 


"The Hew System of Remumerationa in the Soviet Collective Farms," by Jiri 
Kealix, @eneribes the major features of the new uystem in Soviet collective 
farmss avd explains its importemce for Soviet agriculture and economy. Accord- 
jug to the author, the new system of remuneration is intended to stimulate a 
faster growth of Soviet agriculture, The problems discussed ty Kraliz vere 
gimilar to those confronting Czechoslovak agriculture in the article above. 


Several books are veviewed fie this issue of Nova Mysl. “To Live im Peace 
and Friendship,” by Viadimir Petr, is a critique of a book by the same title 
published in Moscow im 1959. The book deals with Knrushchev's visit to the 
US and contains texte o? speeches, documents, photographs, and other material. 
It is claimed to be more complete than a similar book published in Prague under 
the title Haveteve BW. &. Ghruseheva v UA (The Visit of N.S. Khrashechev in 
the USA}. Petr etates that the book shows how "the ice which had accumu! ated 
4n paat yeare melts eway uader the warmth of hig {Khrushchev's! profound human 
Jaterest, broad amile, and the irresistible soundness of hia arguments ” Ac- 
cording to the weviewer, the book “provides answers to the most burning questions 
of our times: how to elimimate the ‘cold war' and secur: peace, peaceful 
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coexistence in the world, and friendship among nations," a virtual panacea for 
all the ille confronting the world. His review, however, sharply criticizes 
“American tzperialism” in terms not consonant with the professed desires of 
relaxing intersational tension. 


"Contemporary Biology, the World View aud Charles Darwin,” by Frantisek 
Cizek, commemorates the publication of The Origin of the Species by Darwin, 
whom he regards as being "essentially an atheist. Cizek asserts that Darwin, 
was both a asterialist and dialeetician who contributed a great deal to the 
victory of materialism over metaphyzica, that his opinion proved the superior- 
ity of dialectic materialism over idealism, and that his discoveries under — 
wined the position of religion, reasons for which he deserves serious attention 
even today. 


“Kew Booka on the Problems of Financial Menagement," by Leopold Ler, is a 
generally favorable review of two recently publishes books. on the problems of 
Finance in the Czechoslovak economy. 


"The Teacher and the Recoustruction of Our School System," by Milan Maralik, 
touches of three current problems: the struggle against religion, the cam- 
paign to develop a "socialist man", and revisionism. The author laments the 
fact that "a aweber of teachers have not yet freed themselves of religious views” 
According to the author, some teachers have even asked to be transferred to other 
Jobs so thet they will not have to participate in the autireligious campaign. 
“In som: okreses, the teachers of national schools are precisely the ones who 
exhibit the highest degree of religiousness ." 


Maralik points out that the teachers must perform their duties in the true 
and gincere spirit of Communist ideology. A teacher must actively participate 
in shaping the Communist cousciousness of the youSh, he says. "It 1s not enough, 
therefore, if the teacher just recogaizes the socialist changes in our couatry.. 
The point is that he algo teech the pupils about these changes aad their signi- 
ficance, and that he do ao iu secordance vith party aims," the author argues. 


There ara still teachers, the author continues, who have “individualiat 
reservations” about our system, and he waras against the dangers inherent in 
the demands for freedom of education as allegedly advocated by “revisionist 
pedagogues ." 


The questions of the Communist E@ucation of the Working People," by L. 
Tly‘shev, is a translation from issue No 14, 1959, of the Soviet publication 
Kogmunist, dealiag with the problems of creatiag and promoting a Communist con- 
sciousness," a ascessary prerequisite for the auccessful construction of a Com- 
munist society.” The author's bagie argument is that "the ideological struggle 


ia becoming ever sharper." "The enemies of Communism are trying to revive re. 
Vigiouist ideas and thus obstruct the road to Comnuaisn."” The foremost tagk of 
the working people continues the article, is to strengthen Communist conscious- 
nees, to achieve higher productivity of labor and to create a new man - a man 
of Communist ethics. Education plays the most important role and its reapon- 
sibility can bardly be exagerated, the author pointe out. Ilyichev's views 
are strikingly alailar to those expreseed above by Milan Maralik. ~ 
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"The Problems of ‘Guided Democrscy' in Indonesia," by Miloslav Jankovec, is 
a survey of the political problems of Indonesia and how they are being dealt with 
by President Sukarno. According to the author, President Sukarno turned to 
“guided democracy” because the previcus liberal democratic system had failed to 
improve the standard of liviag. "Guided democracy” is meant. to promote all-round 
stability, economic and political progress. This policy ie supported by the 
Communist party, which also demands the formation of a national front. Since 
the so-called progressive forces are gaining more and more ground, the author 
believes that Indonesia has a fair chance of becoming a people's democracy. 


“The Iafluence of the State Monopolistic Capital on the Course of the In- 
dustrial Cycle in the USA, 1947-1957," by Jarcslay Langr, is a review of the 
developuent of various sectors of the US economy. The author employs the classic 
Communist argument -~ that rearmament has played an important role in stimlating 
US eccnomie expansion which reached its peak in 1953 and hes since expersanres 
stagnetion and even decline. 


"The Fourth ‘International Sceiological Congress in Itely,"” by Ledislav Hesal, 
4e.a report on the proceedings and discussione of the Fourth International So- 
elologiecal Congress, with mejor emphasis on lectures by the French sociologist, 
R. Arca. Aron claimed that American sociology is on a higher academic level than 
Soviet sociology; he criticized Marxism and historical materialism and argued 
that the Soviet theory of revolution is. hopelessly outdated. The author takes 
issues vith Aron and adds that, “we can never adapt ourselves nor retreat from 
our positioas in questions which concern the furdamental tenets of our ideology.” 
However, Hrzal did concede that the general atmosphere of the congreas was con- 
dueive to international scientific cooperation and that attacks ageinst Marxism 
were not coaspicuous.

The current major concern of the party to develop and broaden socialist 
awareness, particularly on the Lowest popular level, is essentially reflected in 
all the sain contrizutions in this iszue dealing with the internal situation. 
Within this general concern -- which elmost invariably entaila discussion of 
socialist communal work as “the most important form” of developing socialist 
abttitudece-an emphasis on developmer’iin rural aveas is particularly noted. 


Ose article diecusses the socialist cultural revolution in rural areas; 
another, sceieliet teamwork and consciousness among cooperative farmers; and 
another, Lebor productivity in LPGe {agricultural producer cooperatives); in 
all of these contributions, considerable atress is placed on "living, learning, 
and vorking in soelelist brigades” which are described ag "the key to solving all 
important tasks in the new atage of ovr developusnt." 
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Aacther article on the "moral duty of the socialigt man” points out that 
there are two particular traite which characterize the new stage of socialist 
avareness of responsibility: first, the awareness that duty goes beyond one's 
ovm particular job, beyond the brigade, i1.e., tuat one's responsibility includes 
the enterprise, the industry, and the state; and second, the deve Lopment of 
mutual socialist aesistaace and comradely cooperation in brigades, between 
brigades, and between ecaterprises. 


The first article im this issue, entitled "The Development of the Working 
Class and Ite Trade Unions in the GDR,” in restating the role of East German 
trade unions and discussing socialist communal work, emphasizes that “the con- 
tent of the new atage of trade union work ig to make socialist Living the 
concern of all workers aud meabers of the intelligentsia.” Trade union of— 
ficlals are specificaliy criti¢ized for holding the view that existing brigades 
should be strengthened before they ere expanded or new ones are forsed. "Every 
aubstitution for effective mags work by the concentration on a few model examples 
{of socialiat Living] meang leaving unused the forces slumbering within the 
working cleas." 


Almost all other contributions in this issue of the Journal deal with pri- 
marily sondomestic questions aid are largely devoted to refuting, exposing, 
and/or denouncing various manifestations of capitalism io West Germany; speci- 
fically, “political clericaligm, the expansion of West German monopolies in 
Latin America, West Germas “psychological warfara” directed against East Germany, 
and the advancing proletariazization" of Weat Garman workers « Two of these 
articles ("The Esaence and Funetion of the 'Faychological Warfare’ of the Bonn 
Rulers” and the review of the East German book Westdeutechland unter deu 
Gesetzen der Reproduktion des Kapitals und die Arteiterkiasss [West Gerza 
Under the Laws of Repreductioa of Capital and the Working Ciaes]) > a8 well as 
the 15-page condensed raprint of the article "The Eeonomic Depressions of 
Contemporary Capitalism” by L. Mendelson (vhich appeared in the July 1959 issue 
of the Soviet periodical Kommunist) indicate parsicnlar concern on the part 
of the SED (Socialist Unity Party of Germany) to refute what these articles tern 
capitalist ssserticas of “elaas harmony” and of a “Gepresgion-free economy,” as 
Well as “eapltalist attempts to eamouflage the conutradietion between capitalian 
aad gocisligm, and to brand the Soviet Union ae che aggressor, and socialism 
as unfree."

"Tarsadelmi Ssemle," No 12, Deceuber 1959 (Hungary) 


The lead article ia this issue is a review of Hungary's Seveath Party 
Congress written by Iatvan Szirmai, a aeeretary of the Central Committee and 
Ss mexber of the editcrial coumittes of Tarsadalmi Ssenle. Szirusai stresses the 
Yollowing points: “deep aceordé" with Ehrushehev's Yoreign policy line, espectally 
on Germany, ag stated iu Khrushehev's epeech to the Hungarien congrese; the new 
turn ia Humgarias domestic life, i.e., a clowing of the postrevolt period: no — 
ehanges in Hungarian stetus or leadership; and the aeed for Hungarians to meet 
the production plans set for them. 
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Long articles on housing and con income of rural families cowtain eor-

article im the general section of the journal. It is a reprint from the Soviet 
pericdical Voproay Filesofii, Ho 11, 1959. 


On a loeal level, Sandor Jukabd, first secretary of the Hoarad Megye Party 
Committee, discusses the relatioa of the party to the techanical intelligenteia, 
stresaing the need to treat the intelligenteia well and to oppoeae thoze who 

habitually distruat the iatelligentsia. 


Three articles by "Journalists" in the "International Revue" seetion 
discuss the desirability of disarmament, the uced for a waited front of all 
leftist leaders in Westera Europe, an? the hopes for peace im Algeria. 


The final article, constituting the entire “Debate” sestion of the journal, 
vevieva a debate held im Budapest on 14 Hovember 1959 conceraing Erik Molnar's 
book on eeonomic preblem: of contemporary capiteiiem. Erik Molnar, who is on 
the editcrial coumittse of Tarsadalal Szemle, wen not subjected to personal 
charges of revisionism, but hig book Was severely condemned by all participaate 
is thia debste.

all his critics cbhjected and Holuar retreated. Sut in dolag sc he called into 
soubt the concept of levfulness iteely. 


2, Does eooperetion (worker with worker and capitalist with eapitelist} 
invalidate Marxist predictioas comcearuiag capitaliom (here separating this fron 
the problem of lawfulmese as the Hungarians failed to do}? imar insista that 
it dove end his critics cbject. But the objections bog dows in trivial debates 
over the proper readieg c? Marx (e.g., Is “absolute iapovecishvent” a "Law" or 
. 8 “ten€ensy’?) and Molnar'g eri¢ics dco act agree with one another. The funda- 
mentel differenee is that Moluar sess a0 ueessniuy for am eeconogic collagse 
of the Wert. “This is diametrically opposed to the entire Life work and funda - 
msatel thought of Marx,” say his eriticsa and they eapaot accept it: and they 
eling to che ide. that the worker clasa3 will becors reavoluéiozary no usther how 
ite coadivicn laproved. 


3. Pinelly, aad tmplicit tm the above, ghonid Marxists (and Molaar 
congiders himself a Marxist} be pragmatic or doguatie? His eritica, repeating 
the siogan “revisionism ia the chie? daager,” conld wot face the problems in- 
herent in this question. But Erik Molaar's arswar vas elear: “We Marxists must 
face the facte diveetly...caly then will we be sble te adjunt our practical . 
taebies to the fects aud thus meke Shee effective.”

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"Mowe Drogi," Bo 13, December 1959 (Poland) 


In view of the increasingly difficult economic situation, it is not 
aurpriging to note that quite a few articles in the journal are devoted to 
that problem. They continue to emphasize the Communist party line for greater 
econcmie dlacipliae, increased production, and the more efficient management 
of productions, -- all of which is to be accomplished at the expense of the. 
worker aince he is telng asked to produce more at leas pay. Henee, the ex- 
hortations to reduce employment, to curb wage excesses, to regulate work norms, 
to increase productivity, to improve cooperation between various enterprises, 
and to uxert atricter control over iavestments. 


The agricultural situation 1s almost as acute es the ome prevailing in 
the industrial seetor of the economy, and two articles are devoted to this 
question. They do act present any innovation in the presest agricultural 
polley, bus ure more or leas matter of fact treatments of things which must 
be done to improve and nodernize agricultural production in Poland; nanely, 
the training of adequate persoumel to service and operate farm machinery and 
the education of rural youth. 


Aa article calling for more effeetive work cn the part of party members 
28 wothing more than the standard complaint about a leck of eathusinem and 
eecrifice shtwa Im undertaking the vealigation of party tasks. 


Perbaps the mont interesting article im this issue is Adam Schaff's 

- Griticiem of Leazek Kolakowski's coatroversial article "Karl Marx ard the 
Classic Definition of Truth.“ Kolakowski hae been unusually active for scwe 
time wor in bis role a6 one of the leading and renowned intellectual revision- 
ists im Poland. Ke appears to be usiag every means available in an attempt 

to Gigeredit the inflexibility of Marzist ideology. Ina few articles vritten 
scme tine ago, be has ia effect questioned the right of the Marxist systen to 
stifle intellectual pursuits by calling for unliwited inquiry into all things 
ead be bag abandowed the nosion thet Marxism is a seientific and progressive 
ideology . Kolakovski bas probably seized upon the old argument about the young 
acd old Marx uct go much as en effort to shed new Light om the question, but 
rather to use it as another mmane to take another slay at Merxisa.

Free World Communist Party journals examined for this review were 
published in France, Italy, India, Uruguay, and Brazil. The latest avail- 
able issues were Cahiers du Communisme, January 1960; Rinascita, January 
19603; New Age, November 1959; Estudios » September 1959; and Estudos Sociais, 
May-September 1959. The two Latin American journals shared one specific 
article andi, more significantly, the over-all field of interest, an ex- 
tended emphasis covering the entire latin American area, exemplified per-:. 
haps best by the tendency to classify affairs as national, Latin American, 
and international or non-Latin. The national-liberation, anti-imperialist, 
pronationaiist (three ways of saying anti-Yankee) line was another theme -: Drebiie 
common to both, and also the policy of looking toward Communist China as 
the mentor and example. Anything contained in Estudios could just as nat- 
urally have appeared in Estudos, and vice versa. In addition, Estudios —— 
borroved fron Problems of Peace and. Socialism material which Latin Americang 
bad contributed to that international periodical. 


Area. Summry 


A similar correlation might have been expected between the two big 
neighbors in Western Europe, Cahiers du Communisme and Rinascita. Rather ee. 
surprisingly, no such thing was apparent in these two issues.

"Cahters du comaunisae January 1960 (Frane ance ) 


The main theme of the January 1960 issue of Gabierg du Communi sme, French 
Commnist Party monthly theoretical journal published in Paris ; Was women and 
Communism. In addition to the five articles on women and Communism, en article 
on the forthcoming Yast-Hest Summit meeting and one on the pal & 8 organiza 
tion im enterprises were of partievlar interest. 


The firat of the five articies, “International Women's Day,” by Madeleine 
Colin, a secretary of the Freneh Generel Confederation of Labor (CGT), dis- 
eaussed the history of Women's Day and the part Communists, especially the 
Women's: International Democratic Federation (WIn?), have played in its devel- 
opment. Pollowing this, Cahiers published an article entitled "The Restoration 
of Democracy and Homen‘s Rights,’ " by Madeleine Vincent, member of the French 

Commnist Farty's Central Committee, who traced the struggle of French women 
for beuter vorking conditions; for the right to receive equal pay for equal 
work; Yor more sccial and political rights, including the right to vote and to 
hold elective office; and for the right to receive DEURSRS A OHe training and 
te choose a career. 


In her article, "Women and the Struggle for Peace,” Yvonne Dumont, vice- 
president of the Communist Union of French Women (UfF), played on the sym- 
pathies of French women end their desire to protect and preserve home and 
family to persuade them that they should support the Communist~-sponsored 
campaigns against atomic bomb tests and in favor of Kbrushchev's disarmanent 
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proposal. She stresecd that by participeting in the Women's International 
Democratic Federation and other Commmist-sponsored activities, French women 
can contribute positively to the defense of peace. 


The fourth of the five articles, "The Communist Party and Women," by 
Georges Frischmann, member of the perty's Politburo, appeared to be the one 
considered most important by Cahiers, which preceded it with the three 
aforementioned articles in an “aprarent attempt to build up reader intercst 
and propagandize the party's interest in and concern for women's problems.

Hentecs ettenpted to compare unfavorably the 
life of French wowen vith thet of women in the USSR by listing the sccial, 
economic, end political “opportunities” availsble to Sovie® women.

granting the Mali Federation "international soversignty”: and "The lfth 
Congress of the Communist Perty of the US," by Raymnonde Bressier, who asserted 
that. the American Comaonists have made progress ka their fight against the 
sevisiondsom and dogmabism which threatened the party's existence 3 years ago 
and that the congress waa concluded “united on ‘one policy, one line, one 
directorate.'"

of regional autonomy.

The lead article, by the party's secretary-general, Togliatti, who is algo 
director of Rinmascita, contained nothing new or outstanding. It was essentially 
an attack on the Christien Democrats based on national political and economi c 
iesues and on the enti-Communist attitude of the Christian Democrats. 


The first of the articles related to the Ninth Party Congress was "Toward 
a New Majority," by Gian Carlo Pajetta, member of the party's Secretariat. It 
discussed the possibilities of cooperation between the Italian Socialist Party 
and the center-left majority in Parliament, in the uew climate of acceptance 


of the leftists which began in 1956. 


“ats url "Repionalian Unlimited," by Enzo Santarelli, found the “moderate regionalisn” 
dane | of the Te Communi s% Party Director Ruggiero Grieco distasteful and accused 
Ma. foal ‘\ one Christies Democratic leaders of obstructing the establishment of standard 


worl! statute regions. 


"Parliament and Regions ia the a eee Ovtlook,” by Luciano Ascoli, 
offered. the view that autonomous regions must be envisioned as part of the 
socialist state and asked for new political instruments, that is, the formu- 
jation of a program for new institutions to overcome the contradictions be-~ 
tyveen the legislative and executive powers, and between the central admin- 
istration and iocal autonony. 


"On the Relations Between Reform and Revolution Along the Italian Road 
to Socialism,” by Iucic Magri and Michelangelo Notariamni, defined "reforn" 
and "revolution" ag being “intermediate objectives" and "final socialist aims, 
respectively, and asserted that Italien capitaliam is integrated with world 
capitelisn, whaich must be subverted in a revolutionary rather than 2 resistance 
sense; although intermediate objectives lead to revolutionary change, the 
existence of an anticapitelist bloc is ineffective unless it 1s oriented toward 
aocialian. 


"fhe Lebor Unions in Democratic life," by Agostino Novella, Secretary- 
General of the Communist-controlled Gensral Confederation of Italian Labor 
{CGIL), complained that the independent Italian Confederation of Trade 
Unions (CISL), ani scastimes the Italian Labor Union (UIL), are spolling 
the fight to implement Article 39 of the Republican Constitution, by which 
it was hoped to curb geverument “interference” fm lebor union activities. 


"New Conditions in the Struggle for the Land,” by Arturo Colaubi, 

. maintained thet capltelietic farm enterprise is wanted by the goverment to 
compete on the Eurogsen Comson Market and is driving farm labor from the 
mountain and Bill country to seek work in a "glutted" labor market. ‘The 
Communist slogan; "Give the land to the sharecroppers!" wes analyted as 
proper by the Directorate of tae Italien Communist Party. 


"Zoommic Forms of Socialiem Within Capitalist Society,” by Michele 
Salerno, concluded the subjects treated for the Ninth Congress. The gist 
of the article is that, in contxast to Stalin, the Italian Commnist Party's 
founder, Antonio Gramsci, supported Marx’d theory that the economic forms 
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of any new soclety are alreedy germinated in the preceding soclety, holding 
that a revolution liberates proletarien and Communist productive forces 
which grew within the society dominated by capitalisn. 


The four articles on the social-democratic movement were introduced by 
an editorial note which explained that Rinascita intends to continue exploring 
the problem of thenon-Commnist "European left” eas it did in 1959, especially 
in its effects on the party's political and ideological battle. 


The first of these four was "Relaxation and Social Democracy,” by Socialist 
Directorate menber Tullio Vecchietti, who accused the Social Democrats of 
Western Europe of having isolated themselves from other socialist wings and 
of having made the improvement of the modern capitalist regine their whole 
purpose; they would have to choose a place in the clase struggie or cease to 
exist, Yecchietti declared. 


fhe second article on the social democrats was "Bed Godesberg and 
German Democracy” written by the party's Directorate member Mario Alicata. It 
expressed great disappointment in the open denial of Marxist and socialist 
tradition ty the West German Social Democratic Party at its national congress, 
and stated that the party's new platform places that party in a role servile 
to the German ruling class, at a time when German monopoly cepitaliam has 
reached 9 pesk of economic power and militarism has become a decisive force 
ip the German state. According to Alicata, the result of this defection by 
the Social Democratic Party has been to weaken the politica] weight of the 
German working class which makes up the majority of the party. 


The third article, "Push to the Left by Belgian Socialists," vas written 
by Exnest Burnelle, National Secretary of the Belgian Communist Party. I% 
praised the left wing of the Belgian social-democratic movement for its 
guccess, es demonstrated at the Congress of the Belgian Socialist Party, on 
12 and 13 December 1959. Burnslle complained that, in the pest few years 
Social Desocrats have obstructed the just claims of workers throughout 

"Prom Austxo-Marxiam to Benedikt Kautsky,” by Austrian Comzunist journalist 
Frans Marek, considered the relative importance (third) of the Austrian Social 
Desocratic Party in the Socialist International and its recent leening away 
from Merxigm. Marek traced the furlous anti-Communism of Keutsky in the Draft 
Program of 1957, ite toning down by the congress of 1958, and the Austrian 
Social Democrats’ stand at the July 1959 Congress of the Socialist Inter- | 
national held in Hamburg. Marek pointed out that the 1956 program subscribes 
to the esteblishsent of a classless society es its final goal and yet states: 
that private entelprice must be retained he felt that the Austrian Social 
Besocrate are trying to please everyone: Marxists, private entreprencurs, 
and Catholic Church clergymen. : 


"fhe Danger of Arriving ‘foo late,” by Gianluigi Bragnotin, purported 
to report that the Intermational Confederation of Free Trede Unions (IcrrU) 
realized ite predicament end had to adait the existence of international 
relaxation at 145 Sixth World Congress held in Brussels, in the first haif 
of Decenber 1992. ‘the matter of arriving late referred to the progrematic 
anti<Communism Gf the fres trade untons in the face of international re- 
laxation. Both George Meany aad Welter Reuther ware conieaned, although 
the latter was credited with being ready to accept relaxation for the 
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“fne US in the Mirror" is a propagandiatic letter from New York by 

Gianfranco Corsini avowing thet a sense of uncerteinéy concerning war bee 
‘ween East end West emong the people of the US at the start of i959 has 
changed to « feeling of security in 1960 because of the "discovery" of the 
USER by the American peopie after the Khrushchey vieit. Corsini implied 
‘that the US press is no longer trusted by its readers to tell the truth 
AMA quoted various US nevapapers to show how much good will there is on 
the part of individuels toward the USSR, despite official censorship aimed 
at Soviet populerity in tie US. George Kemnen was quoted as saying that the 
US has no chance in a peaceful race against a disciplined Soviet society.

Premier ami Secretary of State as nobodies on the intermational scene. 


“Emeray for the Hlecsricel Monopolies” is a condemnation of the Christian 
Democratic administration’s legislation in favor of electrical ani other 
monopolies. 


“Iapre Adverture” is an exhortation to 211 memkers of Parliament to 
veto the “donation” cf the Ispre Reactor to Euraton. 


A section headed "Eastle of Ideas” featured a single article by Usherto 
Carroni, titled "Knowledge of the USSR." Cerroni stated that the ateosphers 
of rolauation la fevorebly affecting Italian-Soviat cultural relations. Nine 
book reviews were attached to Cerromi’s short article ag follows: lLeziont di 
accnomic politica {lessens in Politdcal.
